For years graduation has been held at 


the school auditorium and each graduate 
is allowed four "admission cards" for 
family use. 


Supt. Joe Lindsey says the main reason 


for this is the weather. Outdoor exercises 
can prove hot both to the students in their 
caps and gowns and to the audience. Also, 
scheduling the exercises outdoors means 
you have to schedule an alternate site, too, 
in case of rain. 


"If a majority of the students and their 


parents want this next year, or in the 
future, we would give due consideration to 
changing to Tiger Field," Lindsey said. 


"Apparently, it hasn't been too big a 


problem in years past, or so I am told. Our 
CHS auditorium holds about 1,450 and we 
can put folding chairs in for additional 
seating capacity. I am told that last year 
we had several vacant seats," Lindsey 
said. 


We have two readers inquiring today 


about warranty deeds. 


Why doesn't the Dally Sun run warranty 


deeds any more? People like to read who's 
buying and selling homes, and the realtors 
are not publicizing their transactions in 
the Sun's new column, "Home Sales," 
much either, I've noticed lately. 


I read the Sun's want ads a lot out of 


curiosity, and am puzzled by something. In 
describing a house it will say, "4-4-2". 
What does that mean? 


Also, how come you run Freestone 


County deeds? I take the Dally sun to read 
about what's happening around here, not 
in the next county. 


Local realtors we've checked with say 


"4-4-2" is not commonly used locally, but 
may be more frequently used in Dallas or 
Houston. It indicates the home has four 
bedrooms, four baths and a double garage. 


We do run the local warranty deeds. 


We've hired Mike Montfort to do so, and he 
picks them up about twice a week. 


We did drop them for awhile because 


they require quite a bit of staff time. Some 
realtors complained, but they never 
complained to the editor, Bob Armistead. 
He thought nobody cared and continued to 
leave them out. After he got some com- 
plaints, Montfort WES hired. That's a good 
reason why complaints or requests about 
the editorial department should be ad- 
dressed to him and not to a department 
which isn't involved. 


Someone in the Freestone County clerk's 


office furnishes us those records for a 
nominal fee. You may not be interested in 
them, but somebody else may be. About 
one-third of our circulation is from outside 
Corsicana, Armistead says. 


The editor says he wonders why the 


realtors don't use the Home Sales column 
himself. They aren't charged for putting 
home sales in the column, and it serves as 
an indicator to readers of who the 
newcomers are here. We do require they 
bring them in within two weeks of the sale. 
However, only a handful of realtors bring 
them in at all, Armistead says. 


If Sen. Ron Glower voted against the 


proposed Constitution last summer (on the 
last vote before the convention adjourned) 
and voted for it this session, was it because 
the right-to-work provision is not included 
this time? 


Glower did vote against submitting the 


right-to-work provision in the constitution 
which will be voted on in an article-by- 
article basis. 


And, as you said, he didn't vote for the 


full Constitution, which included right-to- 
work, during the last go-round of the 
Constitutional Convention. 


He says: 
"Yes, I voted against the right-to-work 


provision's being one of the 
eight 


provisions to be offered to the voters. They 
wanted to put the right-to-work provision 
in with the General Provisions Article, 
which includes community property laws, 
homestead exemption, etc., etc. 


"If Right to Work had been included, the 


General Provision article would have 
failed. All the articles'might have failed, 
because when you have anything con- 
troversial like right-to-work, people come 
out of the woodwork. I call them "The 
Aginners' because they vote 'agin' 
everything. I want us to discuss real and 
vital issues that are not irrational and 
emotional." 


Clower also said that right-to-work is 


allowed in Texas only by an exemption of 
the federal government. "If we put that in 
the state Constitution and the government 
decides to remove the exemption, I don't 
think we should be put in the position of 
having the federal government nullify a 
provision of our state constitution." 


Concerning his vote against 
the 


document in the Constitutional Con- 
vention, he says: 


"I didn't vote against it last time 


because of the right-to-work provision. The 
right-to-work provision wouldn't have 
changed the law in the State of Texas 
because it's already on the books."

CSFs bid less than NC's 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) - Na- 


tional Guardsmen patroled 3,- 
400 square blocks of Omaha to- 
day to prevent looting after tor- 
nadoes that killed three per- 
sons, injured more than 100 and 
did millions of dollars of dam- 
age. 


The National Weather Service 


said the three twisters which 
hit Omaha were among about a 
dozen which struck widespread 
areas of northeast Nebraska 
Tuesday, causing loss of live- 
stock and substantial property 
damage in rural areas. No 
deaths were reported outside of 
Omaha. 


After surveying the damage 


in Omaha from a helicopter, 
Gov. J. James Exon said, "It's 
just devastating. I've lived in 
tornado country all my life and 
I've never seen anything com- 
parable to this for property 
devastation. This is certainly 
the biggest loss in property 
damage that ever has hit Ne- 
braska." 


He said at least 500 homes 


were destroyed and at least 1,- 


000 severely damaged. 


Acting Douglas County Cor- 


ner James Keenan identified 
the dead as Margaret Burke, 
86; Lloyd Kramer, about 40; 
and Pamela Myers, 23. All 


were believed from Omaha. 


Police said Kramer 
died 


when the roof of a northwest 
Omaha service station 
col- 


lapsed while he was standing 
on it. 


NC says Manpower 
figures 'misleading'

Directors of the Chamber of 


Commerce at Thursday's 10 
a.m. board meeting will con- 
sider a recommendation from 
the executive committee that 
the organization make 
ap- 


plication for accreditation by 
the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


In a letter to 
members, 


President 
Jim 
Stephenson 


explained that being accredited 
requires the local chamber to 
conduct a self-examination and 
analysis in 11 areas, and this 
entails, should the board ap- 
prove, a willingness on the part 
of directors to serve on the 
evaluation team. 


Announcement will be made 


to the board of a statewide 
public hearing June 3 in Austin 
on the elimination of natural 
gas used as a boiler fuel. The 
hearing is to be at the Stephen 
F. Austin hotel. 


Directors will hear progress 


and-or status reports from the 
Chamber's

R.A. Armistead and Wayne 
Norris both pleading an un- 
familiarity with the program, 
the city's designation of an 
administrator was tabled until 
the May 20 meeting. 


Navarro County will take 


action on the local designation 
when the commissioners court 
convenes Monday at 10 a.m. 


During a meeting April 28, the 


court awarded the contract to 
the college on the basis of 
comparing its bid with a CSI 
proposal for another program 
costing 
$61,710 
for 
ad- 


ministration. 


At that meeting the county 


also expressed displeasure with 


NC's handling of the program, 
which projects a cost overrun of 
$40,000 for this, its first year of 
administering the program. 


Dunn said Tuesday that since 


CSI had an opportunity to know 
the college's proposal prior to 
making its own proposal, he 
would allow the college the 
opportunity 
project.

Corsicana with the fire stations 
and their response distances 
mapped. 


According to this map, the 


populated area served by the 
No. 2 station falls almost en- 
tirely under the main station 
coverage area at the new city 
hall. 


Futhermore, the No. 3 station 


on W. 2nd and No. 5 station on S. 
2nd overlap most of this area, 
with the No. 3 station picking up 
the western part of the area on 
its own. 


IF ALLOWED to close the 


station, Womack would man the 
other four stations (No. 4 is 
located on N. Beaton) 24 hours a 
day with two men each at the 
substations and four men at 
main station. 


He noted that the State Board 


of 
Insurance 
recommended 


closing the station in 1960 and 
that the city has not received 
insurance credit for the station 
for some time. 


Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood's 


request for the south side" 
community meeting was ap- 
proved by the commission 
which agreed with her con- 
tention that the people in that 
area needed more time to react 
to the proposal. 


Resolutions requesting 100

WHEN THE projected over- 


expenditure was made, there 
were 85 enrollees, and there are 
now 78, with no new enrollees 
being added. 


The number will further be 


reduced as existing enrollees 
finish their training and no new 
ones will be added. 
Thus, 


payments to 
enrollees 
will 


decrease proportionately, and 
by the end of the contract period 
the expenditures will be within 
the allocated amount. 


Martin said payments 
to 


enrollees are made by the COG 
and that the college merely 
delivers the time sheets to the 
COG for processing. The college 
is dependent upon reports from 
the COG to know how much 
money has been spent and how 
much is remaining. 


Current figures obtained from 


the COG as of May 2, indicate 
that $131,927 has been spent. 
The county's allocation for the 
Manpower program is $181,989. 
Thus, there is a balance to be 
spent of $50,062. 


MARTIN explained that this 


is enough money to take care of 
the budgeted expenditures for 
the remainder of the contract 
period, which ends June 30. 


He said that the monthly 


expenditures are running ap- 
proximately $18,230. With two 
months of expenditures left, a 
total of $36,460 will be required 
to meet expenditures. There is a 
balance 
of $50,062 
in 
the 


county's allocation. Therefore, 
there will actually be a surplus 
of $13,602, which can either be 
spent for additional services or 
returned to the COG, whichever 
might be the wishes of the 
county.

NORRIS TOOK THE ap-

Voting rights act returning to national spotlight again

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Voting Rights Act has been law 
for a decade now; prying open 
voting booths once closed to 
thousands of blacks. But dis- 
crimination at the polls is still 
a major problem. 


In the summer of 1965, police 


in the Deep South used whips 
and electric cattle prods to 
keep blacks from registering to 
vote. And Congress enacted the 
Voting Rights Act that year 
only after the dramatic march 
of thousands from Selma to 
Montgomery, Ala. 


President Lyndon B. Johnson 


had told the congressmen: 


"The harsh fact is that in 


many places in this country 
men and women are kept from 
voting simply because they are 
Negroes. Every device of which 
human ingenuity is capable has 
been used to deny this right." 


Today, the violence is gone. 


And the percentage of eligible 
blacks registered to vote in the 
states covered by the Voting 
Rights Act has risen from 29 
per cent in 1964 to above 56 per 
cent now. 


But civil rights workers, the 


Justice Department and offi- 
cials of the U.S. Civil Rights 
Commission 
say 
Johnson's 


words are still true 10 years 
later; that human ingenuity has 


conceived subtle ways of skirt- 
ing the law and of turning 
blacks and other minorities 
away from voting booths. 


The situation has gained 


fresh attention because the Vot- 
ing Rights Act expires on Aug. 
6. Congress is debating whether 
to extend it for another 5 or 10 
years, and whether to broaden 
it to cover more of the country. 


"We have been alarmed by 


the variety and complexity of 
the many new methods which 
some jurisdictions have tried to 
implement to dilute or negate 
the political power of black vot- 
ers," Howard Glickstein told 
the House Civil Rights subcom- 


mittee during hearings last 
month. Glickstein is director of 
the University of Notre Dame's 
Center for Civil Rights. 


Fannie Bee Hopkins, a black 


Mississippian, put it more sim- 
ply in an affidavit filed in 
court: 


"In the election in Macon (in 


1973), I attempted to vote at 
the polling place at the court- 
house. I was told that they 
could not find my nanu; on the 
list of registered votercs. As a 
result, I did not vote. Two or 
three days later, my sister and 
I went back to the courthouse 
and asked them again to look 
for my name. That time they 
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found my name easily." 


The Civil Rights Commission 


noted another tactic. "Many- 
polls are located in all-white 
clubs or lodges, where minority 
persons 
are 
otherwise not 


allowed to go, or in white 
homes or stores that present a 
hostile atmosphere for minor- 
ities." The all-white American 
Legion hall and the Elks Club 
in Vicksburg, Miss., for ex- 
ample. 


The commission found that 


economic reprisals and, to a 
lesser degree, physical violence 
still discourage minorities from 
voting. 


John Thomas Jr. was mur- 


dered in West Point, Miss., 
while working in the 1970 may- 
oral campaign of a black candi- 
date, John Buffington. 


"Not only did a man lose his 


life, but blacks in West Point 
are still reluctant to participate 
actively in politics," the com- 
mission said. 


And in Selma, where it be- 


gan, the commission staff last 
September interviewed Henry 
Sanders, a black attorney who 
led a voter registration drive in 
Dallas County. 


Sanders said "the owner of 


one large farm told his workers 
they would have to get off his 
land if they registered. One 


black farmer who registered 
anyway was promptly evicted. 
Later he was arrested and 
charged with stealing a hog. 
The grand jury failed to indict 
him, but such incidents create 
enough 
fear 
among 
farm- 


workers to make it that much 
more difficult to get them to 
register, much less to vote." 


Page upon page of statistics 


and of case histories like these 
were presented to the House 
subcommittee at the hearings 
last month. The presentations 
were made by the Civil Rights 
Commission, the Justice De- 
partment's Civil Rignts Divi- 
sion and private civil rights 


groups. 


The Senate Judiciary Com 


mittee conducts similar hear- 
ings this month as Congress 
moves toward a summer deci- 
sion on the future of the Voting 
Rights Act. 


Only scattered opposition to 


extension of the act has sur- 
faced, and that from officials of 
Southern states. President Ford 
wants the act extended for five 
years without change. The Civil 
Rights Commission 
supports 


extension for 10 years. The 
Leadership Conference for Civil 
Rights, a coalition of major 
black civil rights groups, sup- 
ports simple extension. 


Proposal would give Army Corps of Engineers rule over all water 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Oppo- 


sition is developing to a propos- 
al that could require some 
homeowners to get an Army 
Corps of Engineers permit be- 
fore filling a backyard swim- 
ming pool and certain farmers 
to seek permissionto plow. 


The proposal by the Army 


Engineers would give them 
ironclad rule over virtually ev- 
ery natural and artificial body 
of water in the nation. 


Under the plan some poten- 


tial homeowners would need a 
permit before digging a base- 
ment for their home and cer- 
tain golf course greenskeepers 
would need federal permission 
to build a new sandtrap. 


Rep. 
Thomas S. Foley, D- 


Wash., chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee, 
said 


the panel would "have the 
gravest concern" over any ac- 
tion that could have such a 
"far reaching impact on agri- 
culture." 


A spokesman for the Ameri- 


can Farm Bureau Federation 
said the strongest of the corps' 
proposals "smacks of the sort 
of federal power grab of which 
we've seen far too much al- 
ready." 


A spokesman for the corps 


said the key factor in such 
strange areas as golf courses, 
backyard swimming pools and 
basements is whether the area 


has ever been flooded by a 
navigable stream. 


If so, it lies on the flood plain 


and comes under corps juris- 
diction. Permission would be 
necessary to move more than 
one cubic yard of dirt in these 
areas, the spokesman said. 


The proposal was one of four 


issued Tuesday by the Army 
engineers in response to a U.S. 
District 
Court decision 
ex- 


panding the corps' jurisdiction 
over dredge and fill operations 
from "navigable waters" to 
"waters of the United States." 


The court ordered the engi- 


neers to define "waters of the 
United States." The corps then 
published four alternative defi- 


nitions. 


The four alternatives are: 
—Give the corps authority 


over every coastal and inland 
artificial and natural body of 
water in the 'nation, including 
wetlands. The corps said this 
"would extend federal authority 
to regulate dredge and fill oper- 
ations in thousands of square 
miles of land protected by 
levees." It also would require a 
rancher to obtain a federal per- 
mit to enlarge a stock pond or 
deepen an irrigation ditch, the 
corps said. 


—Limit corps authority on 


coastal waters to the mean 
high water mark or salt water 
vegetation line, whichever is

greater, and inland waters to 
navigable streams and their 
primary, tributaries up to their 
headwaters. The corps said 
that under this proposal, per- 
mits would not be required for 
most dredge and fill operations 
involving less than 100 cubic 
yards of material. 


—Enlarge corps jurisdiction 


to waters defined in proposal 
No. 1 but follow current permit 
procedures only for navigable 
waters. For stock ponds, drain- 
age ditches and other similar 
bodies of water, permits would 
be issued unless an appropriate 
state agency objected. 


—Limit corps jurisdiction to 


the waters defined in alterna- 


tive No. 2 and issue permits as 
in No. 3. 


The corps prefers No. 4, but 


it said the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, which could 
veto any permits, favors al- 


ternative No. 1. The corps 
asked for public comment on 
the proposals before June 6.

Tuesday it had a net income of 
$22.7 million during the quarter 
ending March 31 compared to 
an income of $22.04 for the 
same quarter last year. 


Company president W. C. 


McCord said earnings from fer- 
tilizer and well servicing oper- 
ations were responsible for 
Lone Star's first quarter per- 
formance. He reported that 
"substantial increases in gas 
purchase costs, combined with 
the inability to fully recover 
higher costs, primarly caused a 
14 per cent decline in utility 
earnings in the first quarter of 
1975." 


The company has been in- 


volved in a controversy with 


cities it serves and the state's 
Railroad Commission over the 
authority to pass through to 
consumers 
higher costs of 


natural gas to the company. 
Only last week the Railroad 
Commission 
authorized 
the 


company to pass through to 
consumers part of the increased 
cost of gas supplies. 


McCord said the improve- 


ment in earnings was "grat- 
ifying" for Lone Star.

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Colonialism dies in rubble of Saigon 


Asians left to wonder about domino theory

Now the victors call Saigon 


Ho Chi Minh City, a rechristen- 
ing that surely symbolizes the 
beginning of a new chapter in 
the history of Southeast Asia 
and of American influence on 
Asian events. 


What has happened in In- 


dochina is a backlash from and 
part of the continuing story of 
World War II, whose carnage 
and waste shattered Western 
colonialism forever. 


An era ended in 1945, and 


now another is ending. The 
American influence that had 
been thrust into the Southeast 
Asian vacuum in the heat of 
the ideological war between the 
Communist and Western worlds 
has been banished in an atmos- 
phere of disgrace. 


Southeast Asia's peoples are 


left trying to read what that 
earthquake may mean. As yet 
they can see only an impene- 
trable wall. 


When the dust from decades 


of war settles, North Vietnam 
will be in a position to start 
constructing an Indochina em- 
pire — Vietnam dominating 
I^os and Cambodia. It emerges 
from the war with formidable 
power 
from 
its 
disciplined 


armed forces and their wealth 
of Communist-supplied arms 
and captured American equip- 
ment. North Vietnam probably 
ranks now among the 10 top 
military nations. 


That becomes a solemn fact 


of Southeast Asian life. In that 
area, 
the 
Indochina 
result 


seems bound to have profound 
impact, to place a new punc- 
tuation mark in the saga of its 
relations with the West. 


The 
outcome, 
painful 
to 


America's friends, may have 
generazed joy among her an- 
tagonists, but there is unlikely 
to be elation in most of the 
Southeast Asian nations that 
are home for 280 million. 


Those nations can 
hardly 


avoid wondering whether after 
all there was something to the 
domino theory which held that 
the fall of one nation to the 
Communists would mean the 
fall of others. 


Only time can tell and it may 


be years before capitals have 
the perspective to permit in- 
telligent projection. But the 
shadow is there even now, hov- 
ering over Laos and Cambodia. 
Next-door Thailand, 
already 


skittish about a Chinese-backed 
guerrilla movement, will have 
divested herself of the once 
protective American 
military 


presence and her forces are no 
match for those of Hanoi, with 
whom Bangkok has long had 
less than cordial relations. 


Much thoughtful considera- 


tion now must be given to a 
need to adjust to radically new 
circumstances in a Southeast 
Asia that has yet fully to adjust 
lo the epochal changes wrought 
by the big war. 


When World War' II began, 


all Southeast Asia with the 
single exception of Thailand 
was under colonial domination. 
It knew the humiliation and 
shared in what benefits might 
have accrued from foreign rule. 
It was French Indochina then; 
British Burma and Malaya; 
Dutch Indonesia. The Philip- 
pines, under U.S. protection 
since 1898, were anticipating 
full independence. 


The United States stood for 


self-determination for all, once 
the Japanese invaders were re- 
pelled. The expectations gener- 
ated by the promise gained 
such mighty momentum that, 
with the war ended, the hopes 
would not be denied. 


Nationalist leaders arose ev- 


erywhere, and in most cases 
Communists latched on to the 
cause for what they could gain. 
But while the British set in mo- 
tion an orderly process toward 
dismantling colonial adminis- 
trations and invested heavily in 
quelling an indigenous Commu- 
nist guerrilla insurgency on the 
Malay peninsula, France and 
the Netherlands were reluctant. 


Much blood was spilled in the 


Indonesian archipelago before 
the Dutch quit and 100 million 
Indonesians won their inde- 
pendence. The French held out. 


No sooner was World War II 


over than Charles de Gaulle 
had forces on the way to Viet- 
nam to re-establish French au- 
thority. By allied agreement, 
Chiang Kai-shek's troops had 
occupied North Vietnam and 
the British the South, up to the 
16th parallel — decisions that 
sowed seeds of future conflict. 


The British protected 
the 


French in their re-entry into 
the South, to the dismay of 
Vietnamese nationalists. In the 
North, Chiang's forces were in 
no hurry to budge, and while 
the French fretted, Ho Chi 
Minh's Viet Minh were building 
strength. 
When 
France 


wouldn't agree to the sort of as- 
sociation Ho demanded between 
Paris and his new "Democratic 
Republic," the Viet Minh went 
to war. 


Even years later from a be- 


sieged and isolated fortress at 
Dienbienphu came the French 


Japanese army 
pale reminder 
of past glory 


TOKYO (AP) — Thirty years after the crushing defeat of 


World War II, Japan's once mighty military establishment is 
hobbled by inflation, public indifference, detente and doubts 
about its very right to exist. 
„ 


Down to a mere 232,936 men — 33,000 below authorized 


strength — the nation's Self Defense Force is only the palest 
shadow of the tough, old Imperial Army of five million which 
conquered much of Asia and the South Pacific. 


Seventy years ago Japan established itself as a military 


power in Asia with its victory in the Russo-Japanese war. Now it 
is a world power without heavy bombers, long range missiles, 
aircraft carriers, atom bombs or other weapons associated with 
offensive warfare. 


One reason so puny a force is protecting a nation of 110 million 


is psychological, a nationwide revulsion against atomic warfare 
and against the militarism of the 1930s and 1940s which brought 
Japan close to extinction as a nation and created a country of 
dedicated pacifists. • 


The second is constitutional. Under the American-inspired 


1947 constitution, Japan renounced war as a sovereign national 
right, and stated: "Land, sea and air forces, as well as other 
war potential, will never be maintained." 


It is this provision which prompts many Japanese to question 


the right of the Self Defense Force to exist at all. It is also why 
Japan has joined no regional security alliances, and sent no 
combat soldiers overseas since 1945. 


The third reason is economic. Japanes youths just out of high 


school have, until recently, preferred to take the examinations 
which put them on the economic escalator as lifetime employes 
of big business. Though high school graduates get a respectable 
salary in the new army — 58,200 yen or $194 monthly and 5.2 
months of bonus pay yearly — private industry pays more. To 
many Japanese youths, the army is a short adventure, not a 
career. 


A downturn in the economy has resulted in a slight increase in 


enrollments recently. But 20,000 men of the all-volunteer forces 
quit each year. The Self Defense Agency says there is no money 
for a concentrated enlistment drive to bridge the gap. 


Finally, Japan can maintain so small any army at a bargain 


basement price — less than one per cent of the gross national 
product — because under a 25-year-old security treaty the 
United States guarantees to come to its assistance in case of 
attack. 


That Japan has a military force at all is due to an anxious 


afterthought: the Korean War in 1950 and the Communist con- 
quest of China the year before persuaded U.S. and Japanese 
leaders that Japan needed at least a nominal protective shield of 
its own to confront what they saw as a widening Communist 
threat to North Asia. 


Aware of questions surrounding the birth of the defense force, 


successive conservative governments have adopted a low 
posture to gain it public acceptance. Accenting peace and its 
purely defensive role, they have involved it in a variety of 
community services from flood control to rescue work after' 
earthquakes and typhoons. 


cry of resignation, "c'est fini," 
the same phrase as the Ameri- 
cans would use 21 years later: 
"It's over." 


Conspicuously out of charac- 


ter as a supporter of colonial 
power, the United States sent 
military advisers and arms aid 
to the French in Vietnam. 


There'd been a political up- 


roar in the United States over 
"who lost China" after Mao 
Tse-tung's 
peasant 
legions 


chased 
Chiang to 
Taiwan, 


known then also as Formosa. 
The 1950 Communist invasion of 
South Korea, resisted by a 
U.S.-led United Nations army, 
was widely interpreted as sig- 
nifying a unified Soviet-Chinese 
threat to gobble up all Asia. 


Weakened by World War II 


and the political tumult gener- 
ated by the cost of Vietnam in 
blood and wealth, Paris gave 
up. France was unequal to the 
new sort of guerrilla war it 


faced, and the will to continue 
vanished. At Geneva, Vietnam 
was bisected. Laos was on her 
own. 
Cambodia already had 


been freed. 


American planners seemed to 


view the French departure as 
creating a perilous vacuum, so 
the United States assumed the 
burden of sustaining a republic 
in the South. 


Some watchers said then that 


wispy-bearded Ho was more 
nationalist than Communist, de- 
spite his history as a Comintern 
agent and founder of the In- 
dochina 
Communist 
party. 


Some suspected Ho was dis- 
illusioned 
by 
Moscow 
and 


might have built a Titoist-type 
regime if left to his own de- 
vices. 


Most of Uncle Ho's own 


people — he called them "neph- 
ews and nieces" — seemed to 
see him as 
a 
protective, 


avuncular leader and nation- 


alist 
patriot 
and 
probably 


would have voted for him had 
the South adhered to the Gen- 
eva agreement and elections 
been held in 1956. 


Viet 
Minh 
remnants 
re- 


mained in the South, sporad- 
ically active and dubbed "Viet 
Cong, " or Vietnamese Commu- 
nist, by the regime of President 
Ngo Dinh Diem which, although 
often authoritative and repres- 
sive, prospered with American 
help. Diem's American 
ad- 


visers regarded him as an eco- 
nomic miracle worker. 


By January, 1961, with the 


"National Liberation Front's" 
birth announced in Hanoi, the 
Communist-led underground in 
the South was ready to in- 
tensify its struggle. This and 
rising popular resistance to the 
Saigon regime brought an up- 
heaval in November, 1963 that 
cost Diem his life and set in 
motion a political confusion 


that almost made the Viet Cong 
the victors by. default. It was 
then the fateful American deci- 
sion was made to change the 
U.S. military status from advi- 
sory to active combat. It would 
cost the United States more 
than 50,000 dead, $100 billion or 
so in wealth, and corrosive po- 
litical division at home. 


The Hanoi Politburo, except 


for Ho, who died in 1969, is 
made up of the same men who 
fashioned 
France's 
defeat. 


Their average age is 65. But 
North Vietnam is a young na- 
tion and half its present popu- 
lation wasn't yet born when the 
wars began. 


As 
Communist-led 
forces 


were administering a final bit- 
ter dose of humiliation to the 
Americans, that same aged Po- 
litburo likely viewed it all as 
only the beginning of a new 
phase for Vietnamese — and 
perhaps Asian — communism. 


While 
the Saigon regime 


reeled into total defeat, the 
specter of Uncle Ho hung over 
the scene. The Viet Cong were 
preparing for the new order, 
but it seemed unlikely that its 
"Provisional 
Revolutionary 


Government" would in the long 
run have much more than to- 
ken autonomy. Hanoi was call- 
ing the shots. 


Just before he died at 79, Ho 


wrote a testament. 


"No matter what difficulties 


and hardships may lie ahead, 
our people are sure to win total 
victory," it said. "The United 
States imperialists will have to 
pull out." 


That came true. 
"Our fatherland will be reu- 


nited," said the will. "Our com- 
patriots in North and South will 
be reunited under the same 
roof." 


Le Duan, then and now chief 


of the North's ruling party, 


read the will at the funeral, 
and on his own swore the re- 
gime to carry out those wishes 
as "our lofty duty to the world 
revolution." 


Probably a fairly long period 


lies ahead while new political 
and economic systems are in- 
stalled in the three Indochina 
states. 


Yet Southeast Asians may 


feel they can already see out- 
lines of a Communist empire on 
the strategic Indochina penin- 
sula. 


Although the United States 


retains enormous influence in 
the world as a superpower, the 
American experience in South- 
east Asia has been so painful 
as to suggest extreme reluc- 
tance ever to be similarly in- 
volved there again. That can 
weigh heavily in deliberations 
of Southeast Asian leaders on 
adjustments that may be re- 
quired by a new reality.

RIVIERA, Tex. (AP) - Dig- 


gers on the La Paloma Ranch 
west of here have uncovered 
fossilized bones of what one 
Texas A&I scientist believes 
may have been one of the last 
mammoths to live on the North 
American continent. 


Dr. Raymond W. Suhm, a pa- 


leontologist in the Department 
of Geography and Geology at 
Texas A&I, Tuesday described 
the discovery as "most signifi- 
cant" based on early estimates 
that the bones may be no more 
than 5,000-6,000 years old. 


Suhm explained that current 


scientific thought is that the 
mammoth, the largest known 
land mammal, died out in 
North 
America 
somewhere 


around 10,000 years ago. 


"I think we may be dealing

Managers learn much business 
loss conies from carelessness

Merchants and their sales 


people may be under the illusion 
that a store's "biggest rip off" 
comes from shoplifters, the 
scourge of any retail business, 
but this isn't the whole story. 


This point was made to the 


opening session of a "Loss 
Prevention Workshop" Tuesday 
beginning at 1:30 p.m. in a six- 
hour seminar for managerial 
personnel before Thursday's 
concluding workshop designed 
specifically for sales personnel. 


II was arranged 
by the 


Chamber of Commerce Retail 
Trade Committee chaired by 
Mike 
Killpatrick, 
Zale's 


Jewelers manager, and put on 
by Jim Ford of Austin of the 
Texas Retail Federation. 


Killpatrick and Ford voiced 


their thanks to K. Wolens, Inc., 
in recognition that of the 13 
managers enrolled, save for 
Killpatrick they all were K. 
Wolens managers, 
assistant 


store managers or executives 
from 
Corsicana

tax — until the "customer", an 
executive of the firm pointed 
out the 50-cent undercharge, 


__ and explained that while a half- 


dollar error seemed like a 
minor sum, repetition of such 
an error can be — and is — 
costly. 


The film brought out that

clarification from Gulf within

told U.S. Securities and Ex- 
change Commission investiga- 
tors that politicians in a foreign 
country compelled the company 
to pay the bribes in cash contri- 
butions in order to stay in busi- 
ness there. The country was not 
named, but the newspaper said 
it could be a Latin American 
nation. 


"Since this foreign company 


(Gulf) has dominating interests 
in Mene Grande Oil Co., which 
operates in Venezuela, and due 
to the fact that the charge in 
reference has given rise to 
commentaries which could in- 
volve Venezuela, the national

river frontage on the Rio 
Grande, and water is available 
on virtually the entire tract, 
Armstrong said. 


The land commissioner has 


only a few days in which to 
persuade the legislature to give 
him $8 million to buy the land 
from Robert Anderson, chair- 
man of the board of Atlantic 
Richfield Co. 


Armstrong asked Anderson a 


year ago if he would give the 
state first refusal in the event 
he decided to sell the land. 
Armstrong was looking for a 
waterfall and told Anderson the 
state would swap land to get a 
waterfall in that area. Ande- 
ron's ranch has two large wa- 


terfalls, one approximately 170 
feet high. 


Armstrong said he forget 


about his talk with Anderson 
until three weeks ago, when 
Anderson called him. The land 
is worth $60 an acre, Anderson 
said, but he would sell it to the 
state for a little over $36 an 
acre. 


The state already owns sev- 


eral pieces od land totaling ap- 
proximately 31,000 acres inside 
Anderson's ranch, so the solid 
chunk the state would end up 
with if the deal goes through 


would be approximately 251,000 
acres. 


This compares with 708,000 


acres in the Big Bend. 


Armstrong has been corner- 


ing lawmakers in the halls of 
the Capitol to show them some 
two dozen color pictures of the 
land he took, including many 
from his airplane.

"As you know, the Big Bend 


is now turning away visitors 
because of a lack of water," he 
said in the letter.
